The High Cost of Welfarism 


For time out of mind, the rallying cry of socialist 
and other left wing groups everywhere has been na- 
tionalization of industry. The goal was to make all 
enterprise of any size and basic significance the pro- 
perty of the state. 

But now, writes Richard E. Mooney, in a New York 
Times articlè, a profound change in attitude № found 
on the European continent. There, he says,“ . . . not 
even Socialists make even more than a perfunctory 
clamor over the question of nationalization anymore.” 
, He cites an example in Germany where that nation's 
big United Electricity and Mining Company, a govern- 
ment property, is being partially denationalized through 
the sale of share constituting a 45 per cent interest 
to the public. 

To quote him again, “Nationalization is no longer

a vital central precept of European Socialism. The 
economic causes that they promote are more ordinary 
welfare. causes, designed to increase personal incomes” 

The trend away from nationalization is all to the 
good—history tells of the failures of governments whose 
philosophies were rooted in that old idea, At the same 
time, ominous signs remain. Private enterprises is. of 
value to the welfare state as a producer of tax rev- 
enues, as well as of goods and services. But state 
controls can be, and often are, extended to the point 
where there is only a technical difference between 
state and private ownership — freedoms are circum- 
scribe and political power is supreme. 

This is a clear and present danger in our own 
country. The cost of welfarism, measured not only in 
money but in lost freedom and opportunity, can be 
unbelievably high,

"THE United States has no designs 
whatsoever on this country. Our na- 
tional interests do not require that 
Viet Nam serve as a Western base or 
as a member of a Western alliance. 
Our concern is three-fold— 

First, the Republic of Viet Nam, a 
member of the free world family 


striving to preserve its independence, 
bas requested our help and we have 


nded. 

Second, to defend Southeast Asia 
and thus deter further Communist 
encroachment in this strategically sig- 
nificant area, we must meet the threat 
in the Republic of Viet Nam. 

Third, the Republic of Viet Nam is 
a test case for Communist strategy. 
Khrushchev, when still premier, specif- 
ically-cited Viet Nam in referring to 
“wars of liberation.” 


For more than a decade, since the ` 


French withdrew after the Geneva 
Accords of 1954, U. S. Army per- 
‘sonnel have been advising and assist- 
ing the forces of the Republic of 
Viet Nam. This has meant organizing, 


‘not understand the meaning of gov- 
ernment or democracy. 

Mobility has been greatly improved 
by use of armed helicopters to escort 
unarmed transport helicopters. In 
addition, each helicopter in a combat 
support sortie has a well-trained ma- 
chine, gunner aboard, a modern ver- 
sig. of the old Wells Fargo "shotgun 
rider." Despite the dangers and risks, 
an enviable safety record has been 
achieved. The "chopper" has demon- 
strated its toughness and resiliency 
in combat. (See "Riding Shotgun in 
Viet Nai September 1965 Dictst.) 

In addition to supporting the 
ARVN, Army aviation has а sec- 
ondary mission, along with the U. S. 
Air Force, to provide support to U. S. 
advisory detachments at isolated lo- 
cations. Without this support, mail. 
supplies, and evacuation would take 
days rather than hours. In many in- 
stances, resupply cannot be accom- 
plished overland except by sizable 
armed troop escort. 

Communications. U. S. Army com- 
municators were among the first mil- 
itary troops to be assigned in Viet 
Nam. Today.they are our third largest 
commitment there. 

Strategic Communications Command. 
handles out-of-country communica- 


tons. Its ї and tape ге- 
lay units receive and transmit thou- 
sands of messages daily. 
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At major political divisions, the 
provinces and certain key districts, 
U. S. detachments advise the Viet- 
namese province and district chiefs 
who are responsible for employment 
of regular and paramilitary forces, 
as well as administering normal gov- 
ernment functions; At the 
all-important "rice-róot" level, they 
bridge the gap between the purely 
military aspects of rural reconstruc- 
tion and the civilian administration 
and development of the countryside. 


А nother element of the U. S. Army 
in Viet Nam is the Sth Special Forces 
Group, whose small detachments in 
some of the most isolated areas are 
concerned with organizing and de- 
veloping military skills in primitive 
mountain peoples, including some 
thirty Montagnard tribes, and several 
ethnic and religious minorities in low- 
land areas. 

They аге trained to stop Viet Cong 
infiltration, conduct operations against 
the VC, and extend government influ- 


intelligence. Collecting information 
and developing an effective combat 
intelligence capability is a major prob- 
lem. In an oriental country with a 
history of intrigue and networks of 
informers it would seem that the prob- 
lem of developing an intelligence or- 
ganization should not be difficult. 
However, intelligence operations in 
this counter-insurgency effort differ 
from that in a conventional warfare 
situation. The enemy doesn't linger 
very long in one spot He seldom 
masses his forces. He usually lives 
off the land, and to айй. о the diffi- 


ence over the local hamlets and vil- 
lages by providing for their self-pro- 


tection from VC terrorist activities.

The program enables the 
Veterans Administration to 
give higher quality’ medica!

ses, and all Spanish: Ameri- 
can War veterans who can 
be treated in their own 
homes under the Home- 
Town Medical Care Pro- 
gram. The program is ex- 

ected to free beds in VA 
hospitals now occupied by 
patients not requiring con- 
stant attention from the 
doctors and nurses, and 
which can be taken care of 
at home. While under the

Ready For Sophomores 


Completion of Sausi 
which will guarantee 
$25,000 student loan fund 
in cooperation with United 
Student Aid Funds, Inc., is 
announced by Dr. Harold C. 
Manor, president of Palm 
Beach Junior College. 

Under the contractual 
agreement, students will 
pay only six per cent sim- 
ple interest, a non-profit 
rate generally considered to 
be the break-even point for 
administrative expenses of 
a bank loan. 

Banks of the area are in- 
vited to join in a cooper- 
ative effort in which pri- 
vate capital is made avail- 
able to needy students with 
out risk to the lending in- 
stitution, Dr, Manor said. 

The program, exactly like 
plans already іп effect 
through United Student 
Aid Funds, Inc, all over 
the country, was started by 
the college with $1,000 on 
deposit, which was matched 
by $1,000 from the non- 
profit corporation, 

Interest from the deposit- 
ed money will be used to 
pay loans which are in de- 
fault after normal collec- 
tions methods are utilized, 
with further guarantees 
from USA Funds if needed 

Nationwide experience 
has been very good in this 
type of loan, and deposits 
are seldom needed for re- 
payment, Dr. Manor’ said 
in announcing that the loan 
fund is now ready for oper- 
ation at the college.

to solve the problem of stu- 
dent loans, rather than de- 
pending on the Federal’ 
government,” Dr. Manor 
said, 

“The county’s own Fred 
O. Dickinson, now State 
Comptroller, is one of the 
trustees, and former Pre- 
sident Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er is honorary chairman,” 
Dr. Manor said. “Many oth 
er distinguished Americans 
serve as trustees,” 

Dr. Manor said the а- 
mount of deposits with USA 
Funds could be increased, 
and the college is empow- 
ered to accept donations for 
that purpose, 

."It isn’t often that the 
power of a dollar can be 
multiplied more than 12 
times," he said. 

Banks have generally 
stayed away from student 
loans because students who 
need loans seldom have se- 
curity, he said. 

"In our community, many 
organizations and individ- 
uals have been most gener- 
ous to Palm Beach Junior 
College student aid’ funds,” 
Dr. Manor said, “but banks 
understandably have. not 
been able to risk their funds 
on unsecured loans to peop- 


le who don't even have 
jobs." 
“Through USA Funds 


there is no risk at all to 
the lending institution,” he 
pointed out, “and the offic- 
ers and directors are free 
to follow their natural in- 
clination to try to help 
young people to better 
themselves." 

Loans аге: available only 
in the Sophomore year, sin- 
ce experience at the Fresh- 
man level has shown this to 
be a more expensive oper- 
ation. 

College officials do the 
first. screening, with loan 
applications being complet- 
ed there before the student 
applies at a bank, The bank 
then follows its own proce- 
dures, except that security 
is provided by USA Funds 

Students at PBJC may 
borrow up to $500 for each 
college term, including the 
short Spring term, but aver 
age loans here are expected 
to run lower than this fig- 
ure. 

A student need not begin 
repayment until the first 
day of the fifth month af- 
ter he completes his educa- 
tion. USA funds recom- 
mends a minimum of $30 
and 36 months to a maxi- 
mum of $100 and 54 months 
for repayment schedules. 
Life insurance is provided 
USA Funds. 

The bank is responsible 
for making its normal ef- 
fort tc secure repayment 
of the loan. 

Recent authorization by 
the Palm Beach County 
School Board allowed the 
college to deposit the initial 
$1.000 to set the plan in

Cattle Slaughter At Record | 


While riding down the 
Miami Canal the other day 
we stopped to look at a 
property. Suddenly а large 
Buck made a graceful leap 
across a canal some 600-feet 
away. A couple of miles 
farther down the canal а 
buck and a doe leisurely 
crossed the dyke in front 
of us, 

We could not help but 
think that there are many 
who have lived in the 
Glades for years but have 
never enjoyed the sight of 
some of the large wild ani- 
mals which will not be 
known in the area within 
à few years. 

Only a few years ago 
deer would occasionally 
come to the area where the 
Florida Cane Growers Co- 
operative Mill now stands, 
but there are serious doubts 
if there is a deer at the 
present time between high- 
way 98 and 441 from twen- 
ty mile Bend to the Lake. 

Around 1955 a bear was 
killed near the Brown Farm 
as he robbed some behives, 
but we doubt if a bear has 
been known to be in all the 
Glades since that time. 

Though all wild life will 
be protected on the 32,000 
acre Big B Ranch, it is 
doubtful if deer will con- 
tinue to use the area when 
development of that area is 
completed. 

The large areas of sugar 
cane developed within the 
past few years will not di- 
minish the population af 


wildcat and panther which 
thrive on the rabbits and 
rodents living among the 
cane. 

Panthers? Yes, there are 
a few in South Florida but 
not many. Three years ago 
one was seen near the pre- 
sent location of Florida 
Sugar Mill and infrequent- 
ly they are seen in the old- 
er cane fields, They range 
over a larger area than any 
other wild animal of the 
South Florida area and are 
seldom seen. Several years 
ago someone wrote that 
there were possibly mot 
more than 100 in all of 
South Florida, with Collier 
being their principal habi- 


Beautiful, timid, and 
without obnoxious qualities 
the Flor:da deer is never- 
theless the-most hunted, 
both in and out cf season. 
Vigilant wild liie workers 
аге on the job constantly 
to protect our wild life but 
lhe innocent deer is fight- 
ing a losing battle. 

The farmer or rancher 
who develops land has no 
quarrel with the deer. Or- 
dinarily the rancher wel- 
comes any deer population 
which inhabits his ranch. 
Unfortunately the deer just 
does not feel at home in the 
intensive cattle 
as carried on in the Glades 
muck area,

says, “We now believe there

more than 100 panther in 
Florida. We find that one 
panther will renge over an 
area of 150 square miles and 
they are protected because 
of their scarcity end be- 
cause of the slight damage 
they do to domestic live- 
stock. 


“We have found that the 
deer population will actual- 
ly increase under present 
supervision with exception- 
ally wet years seriously cut- 
ting down the Glades popu- 


dation,” he continued, “A 
new law passed at the last 
legislature is of real bene- 
fit to us in enforcing hunt- 
ing laws. 

“The new law provides, 
upon conviction, the 
cation of hunting or fishing 
equipment and a manda- 
tory five day Jail sentence 
with a maximum of 1 year 
and a $200.00 fine. Under 
the previous law most vio- 
jators got by with a $25.00 
fine."

B Watkins explains, “The idea 


of sound in sculpture is not 
new but never has there 
been such a crucial rela- 
tionship between the visual 
form and sound heard. In 
‘People Talking,’ shapes 
within each piece directly 
determine its tone quality 
and pitch, and the ‘music’ 
is totally random.” 

In spite of its random- 
ness, there is an intangible 
kind of rhythm in the tone 
intervals as well as the 
time intervals, 

“This thing I've fek a 
long time, about the order 
‘that very few people are a- 
ware exists in sound,” says 
the sculptor, who is also an 
organist. “An almost mysti- 
cal kind of order can be 
found in the structure of 
sound." 


‘The idea of sound analogy 
that it has geometrical form 
and is mathematically are 
ducible, has intrigued him 
for years. He has been 
“fooling around,” he says,

The 
fields are located in sixteen 
counties and will require a 
$2.00 daily hunting" permit 
with the exception of fields 
in the Third Conservation 
District, according to W. B.

Road Bond Program. Art. IX, added section. 

Under the provisions of this amendment as much 
as $300,000,000 in bonds may be sold by the State for 
the construction or reconstruction of parts of the pri- 
mary road system and for payment of 50% of the nec- 
essary right of way costs, The amendment provides: 

(1) Beginning January 1, 1986, and for the follow- 
ing 20 years, one and one-half cents of the first four 
cents per gallon tax on gasoline will be placed in a 
trust fund, the "state roads bond fund." 

(2) The fund will be administered by the state 
Board of Administration (the Governor, the State Trea- 
surer and the State Comptroller) end, through the 
Florida Development Commission, bonds may be sold 
with the proceeds to be used by the State Road De- 
partment, 

(3) The fund is pledged for the payment of prin- 
cipal and interest of the bonds sold or for refunding 
of bonds issued for the construction of the primary 
road system. 

(4) Bonds issued against this fund will carry an 
average net interest cost no greater than four and one- 
half (4%) percent per year. 

5. Bonds will not be sold ot less tha npar value, 
plus any accrued interest, and, after public advertise- 
ment, will be sold at public sale to the bidder offering 
the lowest net interest cost; 

(6) Bonds will not be sold in excess of $300,000,000 
except by specific approval of two-thirds of both houses 
of the Legislature. 

(7) Priorities are established for the use of the 
proceeds from the sale of bonds for each fiscal year. 

(8) During the twenty year period the Legislature 
will not reduce the rate of the first four cents per 
gallon tax set aside for the primary road system nor 
make any exemptions to it, 

(9) No officer gr employee of the state or any 
political subdivision of the state will have any direct 
financial interest n any contract let under the amend- 
ment, Volation is punishable as a misdemeanor, 
PRO—The program would provide the state with a pri- 

mary network of good, modern highways, ap- 
proximating the quality of interstate highways 
and parkways, not only for the use of its in- 
creasing resident population but also as a boost 
to the tourist industry by encouraging greater 
travel throughout the entire state, Added gas- 
oline tax revenue from greater tourist use of 
primary roads would tend to pay off the bonds 
before the end of the 20 year period. The in- 
terest rate is not out of line with other state 
bond - projects, Modern four-lane highways, 
should help to improve the traffic safety record 
of the state, Counties would pay only 50% of 
the cost of rights of way under this program 
Whereas counties now pay 100% of these costs. 

CON—There is no emergency with respect to Florida 
roadways such as to require further bonded in- 
debtedness of the state. Florida agencies now 
have aggregate bonded debts of $812.2 millions 
of dollars, There are other state needs, such as 
educational programs, libraries, nursing homes, 
recreational facilities for all ages, that are of 
equal or greater urgency. Because of high in- 
terest costs only a relatively small amount $50- 
$60 million dollars) would actually be added 
each year by the sale of bonds to the approxi- 
mate $400 million dollars already being spent 
annually on road construction. The program 
could require increased atxes as early as 1967 
since costs of bonding and increased maintenance 
costs of the new highways would use avail- 
able primary road money, Federal funds for 
road building might be lost due to the lack of 
state matching funds. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS OF LOCAL APPLICA- 

TION. 

The two following amendments affect particular 
counties only, but, because their provisions are excep- 
tions to general constitutional provisions, they must 
be voted on by all Florida voters. 

Additional County Judge for Lake County. Art. V, 

Sec. 7, adding subsections. 

In adding subsections (2A) and (2B) to section 7, 
the proposal allows the Legislature to add one addi- 
tional county judge to Lake County without further 
referendum, providing the amendment itself is voted 
on favorably by a majority of the voters of the state 
and the voters of Lake County participating in the 
same election. At present the number of county judg- 
es is dependent on population, an addition being pos- 
sible following favorable vote of the people if the pop- 
ulations falls between 125,000 and 250,000 residents. 
‘The Legislature may add a judge, without referendum, 
for each additional 250,000 of population, Lake County 
has a population of about 65,000, Salaries of county 
judges are paid from fees or county taxes. 

PRO—The judge in Lake County has jurisdiction in 
probate, guardianship, incompetency and juven- 
ile cases, as well as handling trial of minor 
criminal offenses, The services of another judge 
are needed to handle the business of the public 
more quickly. Adding ajudge is more econom- 
ical than adding a new court, 

CON—The county judge поч ћаз such wide jurisdic- 
tion that, to best serve the public, separation 
into two or more courts would be more satisfac- 
tory than the expedient of adding a judge. This 
would bring the Lake County court system into 
greater uniformity with other counties where 
small claims or criminal courts of record have 
been set up. 

Number of District Courts of Appeal Art. V, Sec. 5, 

changes in subsections. 

The proposed amendment changes subsections (1) z 
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and (2) to allow the Legislature to divide the state into 

four or more districts of adjoining counties with a 

court of appeals in each. A minimum of three judges 

would be provided for each district, with the Legissi- 
ture empowered to add to or reduce the number of jud 
ges in excess of three: No conditions are stated for the 
determination of the number of judges in each district. 

At present the Constitution provides for three dis- 
tricts for courts of appeal and permits the assignment 
or no more than five judges to any one district. Three 
judges per district is the minimum for a panel to hear 
cases, both in the proposed amendment and in the pres- 
ent Constitution. 

If the amendment is approved by the voters an 
implementing law (HB 978) provides that the Fourth 
District Court of Appeal will include Brevard, Bro- 
ward, Indian River, Martin, Okeechobee, Orange, Os- 
ceola, Palm Beach, St. Lucie and Seminole counties, 
The location of the court site within these counties will 
be made by a 14 member commission composed of the 
Governor, the Supreme Court Justices and the Cabi- 
net. 

PRO — Population increases in the state make neces- 
sary the addition of court facilities and increas- 
es in the number of judges to prevent long de- 
lays in hearing of appeal cases, At present there 
is a large back-log of cases to be heard in the 
three established courts of appeal, creating the 
urgency for the adoption of this amendment, 

CON — There is no real emergency at this time requir- 
ing a new court. While the need for flexibility 
to provide court facilities and officials to meet 
the needs of a changing population is recogniz- 
ed, thorough modernization of the Constitution, 
including revision of the Judicial article, would 
accomplish more long-fasting improvement in 
the Florida judicial system than any piece-meal 
addition of courts and/or judges. 

Taxation on Mobile Homes. Art. IX, Sec. 13, change 

in section. 

The Constitution says that motor vehicles ,as prop- 
erty, shall be subject only to one form of taxation, a 
license tax, The proposed amendment adds to the clas- 
sification of “motor vehicles" those mobile homes, trai- 
ler coaches, house trailers and camper-type mobile 
homes which are freely movable over streets and high- 
ways, Such vehicles may be used either for transpor- 
tation of persons and property or for housing or for 
both, and, under the provisions of this establishment, 
would be subject to license taxes, not property taxes. 
A schedule of licenses based on the size of mobile homes 
was passed b ythe 1965 Legislature (SB 747, chapter 
65-446) to take effect if the amendment is adopted. 

The amendment further provides that if the “mo- 
bile home" vehicles are permanently attached to the 
ground they are then taxable as teal property. 
PRO—The classification of the “mobile home" type 

vehicles as personal property, and therefore sub- 
ject to ad valorem taxes, is clearly inequitable 
when other motor vehicles are subject only to 
license fees. Since there is provision for the de- > 
termination of the temporary or permanent 
attachment of the vehicle, less arbitrary deci- 
sions on tax classifications can be made under 
the new amendment, Of each license fee, rang- 
ing from $20 to $80 according to,size, $15 would 
go into state revenue funds. The rest would 
go back to county commissions and school boards, 
according to the number of license fees collected 
in each county, 

CON — The greater number of “mobile home" type ve- 
hicles are used as living units and should, there- 
fore, be taxed as,real or personal property, Since 
the use of land is one of the determinants of as- 
sessing its value, the use to which a house trail- 
er is put should in part determine its tax stat- 
us. All personal property tax monies go into 
county funds. If this amendment passes add- 
ing the mobile home vehicles to the classifica- 
tion of motor vehicles, subject only to a license 
fee, there would be some loss of revenue to the 
counties. 

Clerk of Circuit Court in Palm Beach County. 

Art. V., addition of subsection. 

The proposed amendment, in adding subsection 
10, provides that in Palm Beach County the clerk 
of the circuit court shall also serve as the clerk of the 
criminal court оќ, record. 

Palm Beach voters have already indirectly endorsed 
the ideg by electing a clerk of the circuit court who ran 
for office. with this as a stated objective. The Consti- 
tütion provides for the two offices separately, thus any 
merger of the offices, acording to opinion given by the 
Attorney General, could be achieved only by favorable 
vote on a constitutional amendment. 

PRO—The establishment of one office to serve both the 
circuit court and the criminal court of record 
would result in increased efficiency and a sav- 
ings in administrative expense. 

CON— There із an advantage in record-keeping to hav- 

.. img separate offices for the servicing of courts 
of differing jurisdictions.
